he ran the hazard of an encounter between the class of steamers 
generally purchased by them and these properly built and 
equipped ships of war. A few ships like the Aat-yoo-maroo and 
the Fusiyame in the possession of Government two years ago, 
might have saved a great deal of suffering in Japan by prevent- 
ing the Choshiu war, and the consequent hoarding of rice, which 
has caused so much misery in these pants. It may cut two ways. 
It is probable that the concessions made by the Government in 
connection with commerce would not have been so numerous 
nor so extensive had they not had to bid against Choshiu for 
foreign sympathy and support; and certainly had there been 
no want in the country there would have been no permission to 
import rice; so that, in that view, it is possible thut the futuro 
may more than make amends for tho past.” 

Another troupe of Japanese performers, says the J/erald, has 
left Yokohama for San Francisco. The performers are both 
male and female, and it is said that they are second to none of 
those who have preceded them, and superior to most. The 
greatest effort has been made to secure certain special artists 
whose calibre is acknowledged to be out of the common, anda 
great expense has been incurred in getting all the parapher- 
nalia of a quality and character fitting that of the performers. 
They left in the schooner Stanley, which has been chartcred 
for the purpose. This troupe is under engagement to Messrs.. 
Baldwin, Gilbert, and Co., and will be known by the name of 
the “Great Dragon Troupe.” ‘These performers, after the 
magnificent theatres of Europe, wiil hardly care to return to 
the crazy edifices and the darkness made visible that they were 
satisfied with before, but will aspire to drawing money from 
their countrymen’s pockets by showing them how such things 
are done abroad. Indeed, such is the peculiar energy of tho 
Japanese that we should not be surprised to find them making 
arrangements with European athletes to perfor a in Osaka and 
Yedo.

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On the 8th May a meeting was held in the Court-room of 
the British Consulate, to take into consideration the proposal of 
Mr, Pease to light the settlement with gas. The subject was 
briefly referred to in our last issue. The Herald says: “Mr. 
Tease stated that if 2,000 burners were subscribed for, at the 
price of $6 per 1,000 cubic feet, as he proposed, the profit would 
be considerable, and as the consumption increased the price 
could be lessened ; but that the price of gas in San Francisco 
is $6.25 ; and it is so superior to any other light, taking all 
advantages and drawbacks into consideration, that they would 
burn nothing else there, even though its price should be double 
that of any other light. For lighting shops, factories, hotels, 
theatres, clubs, and large buildings generally, wecan well credit this, 
but here we have but few such buildings, and have to consider 
mainly the use of it in our houses. At the present price of oil it is 
calculated that the price comes so close to that of the proposed 
gas that it may be considered on a par, and taking the employ- 
ment of lamp coolies, breakage, and more particularly dirt and 
carelessness of servants into consideration, the advantage 
is quite on the side of gas. A prospectus is, we believe, to be 
issued immediately by Mr. Pease, and, as he returns to California 
by the Colorado and must take this report with him as to his 
success here, and as on that report will depend the probability 
of Yokohama being speedily lighted with gas—or the delay in 
accomplishing it for years—we think it useful to ask all house- 
holders to take the matter into consideration at once. In all 
probability, if two thousand burners are subscribed for, we 
shall have gas.” 

The following items are also from the Japan Herald :— 
“Some time since we heard that a proposition for a railroad 
between this and Yedo was not altogether distasteful to the 
Gorogio, and that a survey was about to be made for a tele- 
graph. Whether the survey has been finished and there is 
anything more to come of it we do not know, but it is certain 
that the way is constantly becoming clearer, and before Japan 
has been opened to foreigners half as long as China has now 
been we may expect to see many of those European inventions 
in active use, against which the Chinese Government have 
hitherto set their faces most determinedly.” 

“* The only item of general interest since our last has been 
the Spring Meeting of the Yokohama Race Clab. A couple of 
pleasant days enabled crowds of both Europeans and natives 
to avail themselves of the enjoyment of the sport provided for 
them under the auspices of the Yokohama Race Club. On both 
days the weather was charming, and the grand stand, which is 
pow quite complete and comfortable in every respect, was well 
filled, the majority of the ladies of the settlement being pre- 
sent on one or other, and some on bothdays. A variety was 
also produced on this occasion by the great number of Japanese 
gevtienen who were among the occupants of the grand stand, 
more particularly on the first day—but the event of greatest 
interest to them was naturally the race (one on each day) in 
which their own countrymen were the competitors on their own 
ponies and with all the national accoutrements. The casualties 
were fewer than usually occur at these sports; and on the 
whole the Spring Meeting may claim a place amongst the red 
letter days of Yokohama.” 

On the night of the 26th April, says the Japan Herald, the 
residents were roused from their beds by the ringing of the fire 
bells. A fire had broken out in a wood house belonging to the 
Rev. Mr. Brown, and the flames speedily spread‘to the residence 
itself, the family having but a short time to save themselves. 
The American Brigade brought their engine first up, followed 
rapidly by others; anda detachment of the French marines, 
2-9th Regiment, Royal Engineers, and American sailors all lent 
efficient aid in saving property and preventing the flames ex- 
t-nding to other buildings. Mr. Schoyer’s house was saved only 
by the greatest exertion ; everything movable having been taken 
out of it, and the walls kept deluged with water. The Euglish 
Church was also in danger, but happily escaped. Among the 
most active workers was, as usual, Mr. William Crane ; some 
debris fell upon him, and he was severe hurt in the back. 
Dr. Dunwoodie and Mr, Dalliston were with him in a few 
minutes, aud had him conveyed to his residence, when it was 
found that he had received very severe bruises that will keep 
him to his bed a few days, but the report that quickly circulated 
that his spine was broken proved to be untrue. Universal will 
be the regret at the misfortune to Mr. and Mrs. Brown and 
their family. Mr. Brown has lost all his library and a great 
many valuable Japanese books, translations, &. He suceeeded 
in saving two translations only out of many—the gospels of St. 
Matthew and St. Mark.

The Japan Times bas an article on the fire insurance question, 
from which we extract the following :—" The leading article of 
the Loudon and China Express of Feb. 11th must have been 
read here and in China with considerable interest. It is not 
unlikely that our somewhat too sarguine predictions that Yoko- 
hama would immediately recover from even so great a shock, 
may have misled our London contemporary into the conviction 
that by the time the first February mail reached us ‘the great 
fire of 1866 would have become a thing of the past.’ The pre- 
sent depression of trade is not due entirely to the calamity 
which last November laid nearly half the town in ashes; the 
war in the Inland Sea, the scarcity of rice—partly from a short 
crop, partly from the cause just named—the uncertainty re- 
garding the opening of the new ports, and the reflex of com- 
mercial disaster in other parts of the world—each and all of 
these causes have assisted iu producing the general effect, and to 
none of them alone is it due that the immediate prospects of 
the Japan trade are singularly dull. The London and China 
Express, we are pleased to see, fully endorses an article in which 
we maintained that the policy of the agents, in raising rates at 
all, was irrational, hasty, and suicidal. We anticipated that the 
correction of this mistake would come from London, and are 
in no little measure astonished to find ourselves in the position 
of the subjects of Rehoboam, chastised with scorpions because 
we complained of being beaten with whips. The xpress is 
perfectly correct in many of its remarks on the proceedings of 
the fire insurance offices and their agents—on the ‘simple 
childishness’ of refusing as a first-class risk a good building 
with wouden tenements in the same compound, while a similar 
house or godown in a separate enclosure, though surrounded 
with wooden huts in adjacent lots, would be taken ; and on the 
injustice of inereasing the previous heavy charge of 1 per cent. 
for first-class risks, while extra ‘ hazardous ’ ones in London are 
only mulcted three quarters. The concluding paragraph, tov, 
is very forcible, but as we have used the same arguments our- 
selves on former occasions, we need not repeat them here. 
What we have to do now is, to consider whether there is not 
some way of escape from the crushing tyranny of the ill-advised 
London offices, and we are glad to know that we have not far 
to seek. Deliverance, in this instance—like promotion— 
cometh neither from the East, nor from the North, nor from 
the South. It comes from the West, from China—and those of 
our readers who care to know more details of our salvation than 
we give them now can learn them from the last report of the 
China Fire Insurance Company, published for the information 
of its shareholders on the 10th inst. in Shanghai. Although, 
when that was presented to the shareholders the directors must 
have been aware of the orders which had been seut, or were on 
their way out to local agents of the London offices in Yokohama | 
yet we see with satisfaction that they adopted the wise course 
of making no further increase in their rates, which will now 
stand at a reduction of 25 per cent. upon those of its rivals. 
The China Fire Insurance Company in Yokohama has a very - 
brilliant future before it. To the extent of the risks it can take, 
it will indubitably now have the preference over the London 
offices, which have so increased their rates that the extortion 
of the China Fire, of only half as much, appears generosity by 
comparison. But the London offices are only waiting, says the 
London and China Express, for full information about Yoko- 
hama to return to the old rates. Would it not be as well for 
the China Fire Insurance Company to anticipate them? And 
is it not possible also that when this ‘full information’ reaches 
London, some clever actuary will see that his office can very 
well afford to cut out even the China Fire Company, by taking 
risks at half their figures, which would still leave a profit such 
as no London shareholder ever dreams of.” 

The following is from the Japan Iicrald’s Market Report :— 

Imports.—Since our last issue sales and deliveries have been of a most 
trifliug nature and prices for most fancy goods may be considered nominal. 
For Grey Shirtings 7 Ib. to 8 lb. 4 oz. there is some little inquiry at quo- 
tations. Yarn is also saleable at slightly easier rates. 

Sitx.—During the earlier part of the fortnight prices for medium and 
inferior silks receded, and since the arrival of the mail of March 28ch 
have remained steady. Compared with the last our present quotations 
show a decline of from 20 to 50 dols. on the above sorts, whilst best My- 
bash remains without change. The settlements of the fortnight consist 
of about 120 piculs of Hank Silk, 70 of Oshio, 40 of Nagahama and 
Echizen and 20 of other sorts, say in all 250 piculs. Total settlements 
since the beginning of the season amount to 12.850 bales (of 89 catties), 
against 10,6U0 same time lust year. Now considering that the arrivals 
during the past fortnight hardly amount to 175 piculs, and that the ut- 
sold stock, almost exclusively composed of the less desirable Silks, does 
not exceed 350 piculs (against 1,200 piculs last year same date), we are 
led to believe that the total export of this season is likely to be rather 
under than above 14,000 bales. 
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Tra.—Since the departure of the English mail on the 30th ultimo we 
have but few transactions to report in our Tea market, owing to the very 
small quantity of good Tea in the hands of native dealers, and foreigners 
are only buying for freight engaged ; the amount required is very small, 
and we may say that the season is closed. Stocks are nominal, and con- 
sist principally of Common to Medium classes, with scarcely any Fine 
kinds. There have been a few transactions in barter for Piece Goods in 
Good Common at about our quotations. Prices are much the same as 
noted in our last report. A few musters of the new season’s yield have 
been shown, but as they do not represent any parcel it is impossible to 
form any opinion from them aa tothe prospects and quality of the new 
crop. The accounts reeeived from the native dealtrs are very promising, 
both as to quality and quantity, but we do not attach much importance 
to the statements. The Settlements are estimated for the fortnight at 1,100

After the departure of last mail, rates remained 
very stiff, and a considerable rise was anticipated; this was, however, 
checked by some sales of Private credits at 4s. 6$d., and a fair business 
has been done at rates ruling from 6}d. to 7d. In Bank sterling we hear 
of a little more revival in the demand, the Sugar and Rice shipments be- 
ginning to be cleared off improving the general market for imports. 


NAGASAKI, 


An American ship, the Anna Aimball, was lately chartered 
by a Mr. Lake, of Nagasaki, to trade for a term of several mouths 
between certain ports in Japan, some of which are not opened 
by treaty, but to enter which special permission may be given 
by the Japanese authorities. The vessel above named was shortly 
afterwards found by the Japanese officers lying near a place called 
Koo-roo-mi, flying the Japanese flag and loading rice. She was 
at once seized by a Japanese Government steamer and taken to 
Nagasaki, whence she has since sailed for Shanghai. 

The following is from Messrs. Alt and Co.’s market report, 
dated 1st May :-— 

Since the date of our last report we have been placed in possession of 
the English mails of the 26th February and 10th March, and the French 
mail of the 15th February. 

Imports. — Were it not for the continued unsatisfactory state of our 
eoinage, and the difficulty experienced in realising the native currency, a 
brisk business would now be doing. Lawns are daily inquired for at quo- 
tations, and as stocks are low prices will advance as the weather becomes 
warmer. Turkey Red Cambrics and Prints, these latter of large floral 

tterns, are also in small stock, and much wanted. Spanish Stripes: 

lack and Scarlet in demand. Handkerchiefs more in request. Grey 
Shirtings: 5} catty goods wanted, as also is yarn of good quality. White 
Shirtings also still continue to be inquired for. Shanyhai Cotton, in con- 
sequence of heavy importations, has receded in value, but still continues 
in fair demand. Camlets and Taffechellas are still in heavy stock. Metals: 
Nail Rod (small sizes) and Bar Iron, as also Pig, wanted. Lead also in 
demand at quotations. English Coal: Stocks nil. 

Exports. — There has been less doing in produce during the past month, 
owing to supplies coming more slowly forward. Tobacco and Vegetable 
Wax of good quality are scarce, but there is no alteration to quote in prices. 
Camphor and Sulphur are in fair supply, with only a limited inquiry. 
Galls and Rapeseed Oil are in small stock, and the latter has advanced in 
value since the date of our last. Tea: Buyers appear to have lost confidence 
of late, and are chiefly holding off in the hopes that with stocks accumulat- 
inv, holders will have to accept lower rates before the new crop arrives. 
Transactions have consequently been only on a small scale. 

ExcuancGg.— On London, 6 months’ bills, 4s. 4d. to 4s, 44d. per dollar. 

FreicHtTs.—There is not any vessel loading for either London or New 
York. For Shanghai the rate is $3.50 to 4 perton. For Hong Kong, 
$1 per ton. 











CHINA. 
SHANGHAI, 


The P. and O. mail of 26th March arrived out on the 10th 
May with telegraphic advices to 16th April. Dates by this 
mail are down to the morning of the 20th. The following 
items are from the Supreme Court Gazette of 18th May :— 

Sir Rutherford Alcock, daily expected in Shanghai, has not 
arrived. The most important item of local intelligence is the 
meeting of electors on the French Concession, which was held 
on the 15th. 

The report shows that the symptoms of poverty which have 
been thought to be apparent were not a reality, but are accounted 
for by the fact that considerable sums were formerly raised from 
sources at present suppressed. The year 1864-5, for instance, 
shows a total receipt of 101,000 taels, but deducting the amount 
from gambling houses, night passes, and other sources now 
given up, it shows the total revenue at that time as at present 
to be about 62,000 taels. The total receipts during the past 
year have been 62,227.89 taels, and the expenditure 26,221 ; 
bat notwithstanding the smallness of this sum, the old debt has 
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been reduced by 8,386.06 taels, and is now only 7,704.37 
taels, against 16,090.43 taels in the Budget of 1866-67. 

The estimates for the present year are in total 93,400.41 
taels, namely, nett receipts, 85,890 taels ; arrears, 5,500 taels ; 
balance in hand, 2,010.41 taels. The nett estimated receipts 
show an increase on 1866-67 of 23,663 taels, but as 25,000 
taels is looked for from wharfage dues, there is a difference of 
1,500 taels estimated in favour of coming year. 

The U. §.8S.S. Ashuelot, recently returned from Formosa, 
having been sent to the spot where the crew of the Rover were 
supposed to have been lost, with orders to investigate, has re- 
turned to Amoy, but reports not having been able to obtain 
immediate redress, the neighbourhood being entirely deserted. 

On Saturday last the bi-annual sports in Shanghai were 
brought to a close, the interest, as evidenced by the attendance 
In 
the light weight Hunt Cup Hurdle Race, Bogtrotter, Chef 
’CEuvre, Evasive Auswer, and Golden Fleece started, Bogtrotter 
taking the lead and maintaining it throughout; Chef d’CEuver 
second, Golden Fleece third. In the heavy weights Hurdle 
Race Potshot came in first, Seprehaun second, and Evasive 
Answer third. The race was well contested throughout, and 
run" at a good pace, the style of jumping being much admired. 
Some good scratch races terminated the day’s sport. 

An accident of a rather serious nature occurred the other 
day, from which it was at one time feared several lives would 
be lost. It appears that when the pilot from the Vew York 
pilot boat boarded the steamer Carthage, it was blowing rather 
fresh, and the night being dark, the boat after leaving ,the 
steamer was not heard of again till yesterday, when news was 
received that the crew, consisting of a European and two 
Chinese, had reached Ningpo. It appears that they were unable 
through the darkness of the night and the force of the tide to 
reach the schooner, and after pulling about for some time, not 
knowing in what direction they were being drifted, and when 
they were already becoming exhausted,fa Ningpo junk for- 
tunately came in sight and took them on board. 

A melancholy occurrence took place on Sunday last on board 
the same boat. One of the sailors commenced acting in such 
&@ manuer as to lead to the impression that his mind was 
wandering, giving utterance to expressions which showed he 
was under the hallucination that some one was about to murder 
him. He seized an axe near at hand with the object, as he 
stated, of defending himself against an attack; and shortly 
after, availing himself of an opportunity when no one was near, 
he jumped overboard, and after rising once or twice to the sur- 
face, still declaring that some one was seeking his life, he sank 
before assistance could be rendered. 

On Wednesday evening the new gymnasium was graced by 
the presence of several ladies, who had undertaken to assist at 
the distribution of the prizes to the successful competitors at 
the late athletic sports. Mrs. Butcher and Mrs. Bayne presented 
the prizes. Mr. Cooper received a handsome cup for the }-mile 
flat race ; Mr. Cook carried away three prizes, namely, two cups 
for the high and long jump respectively, and a cricket bat for 
throwing cricket ball. Messrs. Wade, Reid, and Hutchins were 
not present, but their respective prizes were giveu to theif re- 
presentatives. . 

The volunteers mustered yesterday at the Mainguard and 
proceeded under the Commandant to the Consulate grounds, 
where a number of spectators were assembled for the purpose 
of seeing the prizes distributed to the successful competitors at 
the late rifle meetings. Mrs. Fitz Roy distributed the prizes to 
the Custom-house Corps, the various members receiving them 
with the usual military salutes und gracefully acknowledging 
the compliments of being presented with them by the ladies.

Regarding the magnitude of the stocks of tea, which have 
for a lengthened time been allowed to accumulate upon the 
home market, the China Mail says :—“ In a false idea with re- 
spect to the quantity of the article which it is advisable to have 
on hand at a given moment, is, we think, to be found the key 
to many of those anomalies which have characterised the trade, 
and there is little doubt that the great cause of the depression 
now existing in the kome markets is the superabundant stocks 
on hand, the magnitude of which makes it impossible for any 
ordinary deliveries to keep it in healthy circulation, without 
which disastrous consequences must inevitably arise. This 
circumstance has also been much aggravated by the hurried 
manner in which large quantities have been purchased 
and shipped off from China during the early months 
of the season, the effect of which, arriving at home 
within so short a space of time, must be necessurily 
damaging to the tono of the market. The depression thus 
early established has made itself felt throughout the year, and 
a dragging and unprofitable business for all concerned in it has 
been the unfortunate but natural result. The old-fashioned 
idea that a minimum working stock equal to cight or nine 
months’ requirements is wanted, would appear to be a complete 
fallacy, seeing that of late years the most weakly state of the 
market has been during tho period when the figures were 
reduced to about this quantity. Judging from the smallness 
of the stock of tea in America, at times unaccompanied by any 
advance in prices consequent thereon, and also from the nature 
of the stocks of other important articles of commerce usually 
held in great Britain, we say unhesitatingly, that there was not 
the slightest necessity in the present age of regular supplies 
for other than the most insignificant stock on hand. In 
fact, the whole course of the Tea market for the past 
few years would go to prove the truth of this assertion. We 
have had examples of extreme depression ruling in the market 
for sugar, caused by heavy stock, equal to three months’ re- 
quirements, and a reference to statistical tables of other articles 
would show us that the deteriorating articles of tea stand aloof 
from almost al) others in the size of its stock. Cotton at the 
end of last year was equal to a six weeks’ supply, but the kuow- 
ledge that further quantities would arrive kept the value as it 
had been, and at the present day wo may say that China is 
practically as near to England as the United States are. The 
greater wonder to us now is, not that prices of so deteriorating 
an article as tea should have lately receded, but that they were 
ever kept up in the face of the huge quantity in the country. 
The following data will show the expansion of the trade, and a 
little reflection upon the increased figures will suggest the altered 
nature of it :—

“ The experience of the last few years would serve to convince 
us that under ordinary circumstances it is useless to expect 
that the home trade will hold avy larger stock of tea than that 
necessary to meet their actual requirements. Occurrences of 
past years have demonstrated the wisdom of this course, and 
the business as now conducted does not necessitate their act- 
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ing contrary to it. Under these circumstances we must look 
to the merchants only for support to the market, and whether 
or not they are able to give their support is a question worthy 
of consideration. If they are able, well and good; if they are 
not, it will be both interesting and important to push the in- 
quiries still further and endeavour to discover the ultimete re- 
sults of this inability to hold. The effect of the four months’ 
usance, likewise, it will be well to calculate. It will, without 
doubt, in many cases compel people to realise their produce at 
once, and bills drawn against shipments will require to be pro- 
vided for in some instances before the arrival of the ship. This 
in some cases may be a difficult matter, especially during a 
period of political uneasiness, and we must not be surprised if 
home people hesitate to accept bills presenting themselves at 
such seasons, unless they are prepared to meet them at maturity 
without obtaining outside assistance. 

‘The valueof tea was in commercial phraseology “ bolstered ” 
up for a number of years by the wealth of those engaged in the 
business ; now this wealth is reduced, the market takes its 
natural course, and a reasonable scale of prices isthe conse- 
quence. English money maintained for-years a stubborn stock 
of eighty up to one hundred and ten millions of pounds of an 
article daily deteriorating in quality and lessening in value. Whien 
merchants have learned further severe lessons and become wiser ; 
when they have perfectly satisfied themselves that the course 
of the tea market is an even one, and have commenced to trade, 
rather than to speculate in it ; then, aud not until then, will the 
burden of holding the stock be put upon the back of the China- 
man, from whom the foreigners will be able to purchase when 
they desire, and at a time suiting their financial arrangements, 
instead of, as at the present time, condensing into two months 
transactions which ought properly to belong to six. The effect 
upon the home market of the arrival of so great a weight of 
tea during the early months must always be to find out the 
weak holders, ard of course to depreciate the value of the pro- 
duce held by all, whether weak or strong. 

“ The beneficial effects of a stock being held in China would be 
of a double nature. Besides lessening the shipments in the 
early months of the season, it would compel the native to 
bestow more care and attention to the manufacture of his tea 
than up to the present time he has considered it his interest 
todo. He then would not be able, as he now is, to quit his 
hurriedly prepared purchases and retire again into the country 
to swell our supply later on with just as ill cared for teas, and 
we should have fewer complaints from England of the vapidness 
and unsoundness of the shipments of late years. 

“If the fact that the position of the trade within late years 
has been completely changed be borne in mind, and an amount 
of care be displayed commensurate with the importance of the 
alteration, we may hope for the future to escape disasters 
which up to the present time have bade fair to remove the trade 
from the hands of those who have conducted it with such 
melancholy results.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
May 24, 1867. 

I am no longer able to record, as I have done in one or two 
preceding letters, that the trading community of this place and 
Canton are continuing to hold out in combination against the 
demands of the native tea dealers. The market for new season’s 
scented teas has been opened at Canton by considerable pur- 
chases on the part of two or three houses, who, perhaps moved 
by the consideration that two specially chartered tea clippers 
were lying idle at Whampoa, have bought some eight or ten 
chops to date, at an average of 25 to 26 taels, much, however, 
to the distagte of the remaining tea-buying firms, who continue 
to hold off for a further reduction in prices. It is argued that, 
whereas at Foochow the rates have been considerably lowered, 
it is imprudent to open the market here at the prices mentioned 
above, and hence a split in the combination which it was vainly 
hoped would ‘produce an impression on even Chinese obsti- 
nacy. On the other hand, it is argued that the excessively 
unfavourable weather of this spring will depreciate the 
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quality of the Canton teas not yet come forward, and that the 
comparatively high rates given will not turn out unjustified in the 
long run. <A wetter spring than this has been has certainly 
never been experienced, and its effects on the coming season’s 
silk crop are likely to be also unfavourable. The country- 
people in the adjacent province are also beginning to fear for 
their rice-crop, as the alluvial lands are inundated to a frightful 
extent, 

The changes in the colonial administration are beginning to 
be very numerous. Last English mail took away the Hon. W. 
T. Mercer, who leaves Hong Kong definitively, whilst by this 
steamer goes the Auditor-General, the Hon. W. H. Rennie, 
proceeding to England on leave, and the Colonial Treasurer, 
Mr. Forth, is also bidding farewell to Hong Kong. The 
Colonial Secretary’s duties are discharged by Judge Bull 
pending further arrangements, and it is understood that those 
of the Auditor-General will-be entrusted to the Postmaster 
General, Mr. Mitchell, on his return from Japan, where he is at 
present arranging for the establishment of postal agencies at 
the various ports, The deputy postmaster, Mr. Simpson, will 
be placed in charge of the post-office to be established at 
Yokohama. 

Politically, Hong Kong has been very quiet lately, and the 
good effect of the various measures introduced by Sir Richard 
MacDonnell is becoming daily more apparent in the sensible 
diminution or rather disappearance of crime. Six police 
constables recently arrived from the London force form a 
valuable addition to the Hong Kong constabulary, and their 
arrival has enabled new statious to be opened in some of the 
worst quarters of the Chinese town. Among a batch of 
new ordinances lately laid by the (Governor before the 
Legislative Council the two most important are, one 
for further regulating Chinese emigration from Hong Kong, 
and another for amending the law of partnership and assimi- 
lating the local ordinance to the Act of Parliament passed last 
year, by which the principle of limited liability is extended to 
private firms. In respect to this change, the opinion is toler- 
ably general that it would have been as well to wait a year or 
two longer in order to obtain a better idea as to the 
working of the Act in England before introducing it here. 
The Emigration Ordinance is merely an amplification of the 
rules established in 1855, and does not attack the root of 
the evil, which always afflicts with a kidnapping taint the des- 
patch of Chinese labourers under contract from Hong Kong. 
Private agents are still permitted, as heretofore, to make a 
trade of collecting such “ emigrants,” and there is therefore no 
safeguard against a repetition of the Lobscheid scandals, whilst 
native crimps are equally permitted to bring “ emigrants ” 
from the mainland to Hong Kong, simply on the condition that 
the victims remain resident for three days on shore prior tu 
embarkation, Experience has proved in the most couclusive 
manner that the employment of native crimps or “ brokers,” 
who for a certain sum per head bring in as many 
villagers from the mainland as they can delude or 
force into following them, is in reality the Macao system in 
a very thin disguise, and that once away from their native vil- 
lage the unfortunate victims yield passive obedience to every 
mandate of the broker who has led them away. It is difficult 
to see for what reason Hong Kong should be made the seat of 
Chinese emigration at all, as it is only by such means as the 
above that emigrants can be attracted here, and so long as the 
system is maintained at this place there is difficulty in con- 
demning the more flagrant evils of Macao. 

Admiral Keppel is about leaving this en route for the north 
of China and Japan in H.MS, Learl, bis own despatch vessel, 
the Salamis, being laid up in dock at Whampoa in consequence 
of the serious injury she received whilst proceeding up the 
Sarawak river. It is a curious coiucidence that the Salamis, 
with Admiral Keppel on board, should have struck the same 
rock on which the Dido, when commanded by Captain Keppel 
twenty years ago, was similarly injured. The repairs to the 
Salamis will occupy, it is said, fully two mouths. There seems 
to be no grounds for the supposition that Admiral Keppel has 
any instructions to operate against Corea, whilst the French, 
for their part, have also taken no steps whatever in that quarter 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
SINGAPORE, 
Dates hence are to the 2ud of June. The French mail of 
April 17 was delivered on the 21st May, and the English mail 
of April 26 on the 28th May. 
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At ameeting of the Legislative Council held on the 24th 
May an Act to amend the Stamp Act was read a second time, 
and an Act to prevent the exportation of arms, ammunition, &c., 
was read a first time. The Governor left for Penang on the 
26th May. 

The new Government (says the Straus Times) has set to 
work upon a series of local enactments, which, by their number, 
at least evidence a praiseworthy amount of diligence ; though it 
may subsequently be found that we are pushing forward reform 
a little too hastily. Legislation is not the only field upon 
which the industry of the Legislative Council has displayed 
itself. Public works have come in for a fair share of regard, 
and the number of these is to be added to by the ereotion of 
Government-house, at an estimated cost of $100,000, $42,000 
having already been voted fur the purchase of the land on 
which it is to be built. The selection of the site is a good one, 
in so far that it is close to town and readily accessible ; though 
a somewhat fancy price has been paid for it, seeing that it en- 
tails the absorption and subsequent demolition of three or four 
existing residences. Whether or no it be that, inured to a 
languid Government for many years, we are startled by a sud- 
den activity like this, the impression prevails that it would 
have been wiser of the new Government to have pursued a 
cautious policy for the first months of its existence. It is right 
to remark, however, that the resolution before the Council, 
sanctioning the expenditure upon a Government-house, was 
proposed by one and seconded by gnother of the two represen- 
tative members present. 

The new Tanjong Paggar Docks now appear to be in full 
operation, and the Strais Times gives a striking illustration of 
the: great saving effected in both time and expense by vessels 
making use of them. Hitherto Singapore has not enjoyed a 
good name for promptitude in discharging and loading vessels. 
The custom that has prevailed here of each consignee sending 
special boats for his own cargo caused endless loss of time, much 
extra trouble, and'in too many instances led to cases of 
pilfering by boatmen, the consequences of which have gene- 
rally fallen on the unfortunate captain or shipowner. The 
tendency of any great evil is to correct itself, and so it has 
proved in this case. Singapore now possesses extensive publica 
wharves, situated at Tanjong Paggar, easy of access and sfford- 
ing a sufficient depth of water alongside for vessels of the 
largest draught. By means of steam cranes cargo can, we 
believe, be discharged as quickly as at auy of the London docks, 


‘and as it passes at once from the ship’s side to the custody of 


one of the dock officers there is no possibility of a recurrence 
of those instances of pillage which wers formerly so frequent. 
We have been led to these remarks by a memorandum that has 
been put into our hands, from which deductions bearing so 
strongly on the interests of shipowners are drawn that we deem 
it advisable to publish it in extenso.

besides freedom from claims for demurrage of boats, pilfering in boats, 
and other annoyances.

By the return of the Rinaldo from Klang the following 
outlines of her expedition have been made. The Ainaldo left Sin- 
gapore for Malacca on the 6th May, accompanied by the colonial 
steamer Pludo,and arrived there the following day, where the Act- 
ing Lieutenani-Governor and Captain Playfair went on board, and 
proceeded to Klang, having previously sent on the steamer Fair 
Malacca to that port. There they found the steamer John Bull, 
under English colours, anchored at the mouth of the river, but 
as the Rajah Dollah requested that she might not be moved 
until the arrival of a gunboat named the Coquette, the Rinaldo 
allowed her to remain at anchorage until the Pluto and Faer 
Malacca had proceeded up the river and returned. The latter 
vessel succeeded in bringing down 1,600 slabs of tin, one-tenth 
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of which was taken by the Sultan of Puasa on behalf of the 
Sultan of Salangore, and the remainder by one of the owners of 
the Fair Malacca. This steamer scarcely took any Chinese 
passengers or their wives or families from Klang to Malacca, so 
we presume that the report which was in circulation not long 
ago that they were starving must have been merely a ruse for 
the purpose of getting the Government to afford protection to 
the vessel whilst she ascended the river to get the tin ; for, 
so far as we can learn, she did not take any rice on her last 
trip from Malacca to Klang. The John Bull was lying at anchor 
at Malacca when the Rinaldo left, and the Pluto and Fair 
Malacca may be expected here to-morrow, when we hope to re- 
ceive further particulars. We must not, however, omit to men- 
tion the fact that Rajah Maali has succeeded in taking posses- 
sion of the greater part of the Klang territory, and that the 
only fort held by Rajah Dollah is that at the mouth of the 
river, 80 in all probability this petty warfare will soon be at an 
end. 


PENANG. 

From this port there is little news of interest. The change 
in the Straits Government does not seem to have been effected 
without causing some inconvenience here, as the following 
extract from the Penang Gazette will show:—‘ We are: in- 
formed that the officials in the Government offices here have not 
been able to draw their pay for the last month in consequence 
of the non-receipt at this station of orders from the Government 
authorising the pay. This neglect, although it may not affect 
the higher class of Government officials, will nevertheless be 
severely felt by those holding subordinate positions and who are 
entirely dependent upon a monthly salary. ” 

The Gazette has also the following amusing item :—“A 
‘snake in the grass’ has been often alluded to, but it is only 
the other day that a snake in aclock was discovered in the 
charch-steeple. It would appear that the church clock is a 
favourite spot for roving animals of the Saurian or Simian tribe. 
Some time ago a monkey got loose and took it into his head to 
have an investigation of the church-clock, turning the handles 
about so that the time was nowhere. Afterwards a small boa 
constrictor of about four feet long was found in the church-clock 
but was killed by the convicts in charge. It is presumed that 
that the recent pruning of the Casuarina trees in the church 
compound had dislodged the animals which so startled the 


people in charge.”

THE REGISTRATION OF BRITISH SUBJECTS IN 
CHINA. 

THE depreciation of property in Shanghai, and the conse- 
quent scarcity of money amongst classes of residents who had 
formerly no difficulty in obtaining the needful supplies from 
trusting compradores or complaisant bankers, have, among 
other effects, brought about a very laudable desire to restrict 
personal expenditure and avoid all unnecessary outlay. Hence in 
a measure the failure of the Club, the decadence of the Volun- 
teer movement, and the temporary gloom that has settled upon 
all schemes of public enjoyment. That this is merely a tem- 
porary phenomenon we are quite convinced—the reaction after 
a season of somewhat reckless waste. Meantime, however, we 
have to deal with the facts as they are, and, so far as we have 
already indicated the effect of the change, we have nothing to 
condemn. But the most recent effort made by the community to 
shake off an apparently unremunerative load claims some notice, 
since it has taken the shape of a protest against the authority 
of the Supreme Court, or of the Order in Council under which 
the Supreme Court acis. It is well known that Section 14 of the 
Order in Council of March, 1865, provides for the annual regis- 
tration of all British subjects resident in China and Japan, who on 
registration are compelled to pay a fee not specified in the order, 
and in case of refusal arc subject to a fine not exceeding ten 
dollars. The registration fee has been fixed at five dollars 
for the higher classes and one dollar for artisans, Ever 
since January, 1866, when this system first came into force, 
it has continually been held up to public execration as a hard- 
ship, an unjustifiable exercise of prerogative—a thing, in fact, 
to be opposed or avoided. It has formed the text of lampoons, 
and has furnished matter for many a leading article. There 
was indeed something truly ludicrous in the tenacity wherewith 
young Shanghai clung to its supposed right to evade the tax. 
Last year, however, everybody paid it, but the recurrence of the 
five dollar claim at the commencement of this year roused the 
settlement into rebellion. Discoutent prevailed universally, 
but the greater number thought the trouble involved in dis- 
puting the claim dearly bought by the shadowy chance of 
immunity from the impost. A’ noble army of twenty-four 
martyrs were finally found ready to brave the threatened 
penalties, and they accordingly were, after much exhortation 
and many threats, at length prosecuted before the Supreme 
Court. But, alas for British pluck and endurance ! the terrors 
of the bench proved too much for nineteen of these hitherto 
resolute knights, and at the close of the proceedings five only 
were found rallying around their flag. The rest had deserted 
their colours aud wisely abandoned a defenceless position. 

It appears strange that the defendants in this one-sided action 
should have adopted the course which we have indicated. 
They must have known, or might easily have learned, that 
their procedure was useless as a protest against the provi- 
sions of the Order in Council, and that upon the other hand 
the Supreme Court was powerless to do aught save carry 
out the ordinances under which it is itself constituted. It was 
a battle between pigmies and giants, wherein the technical right, 
if not the moral right, was all on the side of the giants. We 
cannot but consider the refusal to pay the registration fee ill- 
advised, both as impotent to attain the hoped-for end and 
likely to prejudice the effect of an appeal to the proper quarter 
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But while condemning the action of the individual recalcitrants 
we would earnestly commend to the consideration of Her Ma- 
gesty’s SECRETARY of State for ForrigN AFFairs the neceasity 
for some revision of the existing regulation. It is hardly fair that 
all above the social rank of mechanics and artisans, all the 
members of a community which includes “ Taipans,” bank- 
managers, mercantile assistants, store-keepers, and clerks, 
should, without distinction of income, be subjected to the same 
tax, and that one of considerable weight, at least to assistants 
and clerks. The claims upon a clerk’s ill- supplied purse are in 
Shanghai absolutely legion, and although it may be said that 
the expenses of subscription to the various local clubs are not 
unavoidable, it must be recollected that a youngman finds it diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to shut himself out from the companion- 
ship of his fellows and deprive himself of all meaus of recreation. 
Recreation of the very miidest description is not to be had 
without paying heavily for it—pedestrianism itself is taxed ; 
nay, even the church is, practically speaking, hardly open to a 
nov-subscriber. De minimis non curat lex, but a law such as 
this falls with intolerable severity upon men who with micro- 
scopic means endeavour to avoid singularity on the one hand and 
debt upon the other. Ifannual registratiou and the annual levy 
of a tax upon the privilege of being a British subject are indeed 
necessary, let there be a sjiding scale which will adapt the 
burdens tothe backs which have to sustain them. let the 
merchant prince pay a fair tax for the protection which the 
English flag extends to his enormous ventures, and for the im- 
munity from native extortions which the complicated machinery 
of a minister, judges, and consuls secures to him. But the 
mercantile assistant who has nothing to lose, and who, if he 
conducts himself with propriety, has nothing to fear, should 
pay a comparatively small sum for the questionable advantages 
of calling himself an Englishman, rather than an American or 
a Frenchman. We do not, however, give in our unqualified ad- 
herence to the proposition that for any class of the community 
annual registration is necessary. Our contemporary of the 
Friend of China has accurately summed up the question in a 
single short paragraph—‘‘ We would ask what the QuEEN's 
“ Council drive at. Is it registration solely or is it revenue ? 
“If registration, and registration alone, would not one entry 
“ serve with (under fine) a notification of change of abode or 
“ departure from the settlement? If revenue be the object, 
“ why such a difference between ‘ Taipans ’ and subordinates ?” 
Our contemporary might better have asked, as we have done, 
“ Why such a difference between clerks and artisans when many 
“of the latter actually earn larger incomes than the former ?” 
We are very far wrong in our estimate of the English commu- 
nity in China if its members are not ready to bear a fair pro- 
portion of the burdens of the State which protects them; but 
then they are entitled to know what they are paying for, and 
upon what principle a tax so unequal is promiscuously livied. 
It is the fashion to speak of the Engiish merchants in China 
as contributing nothing to the public revenues in exchange for 
the benefits they receive from the presence of an English fleet 
and the vast expenditure entailed by the support of a legation 
and so many consular offices. The argument is specious when 
it is adduced in favour of schemes for lowering the strength of 
the China squadron, and appears convincing when uttered by 
a candidate for public favour during the course of an election 
address. ‘True, a certain proportion of their trade—that be- 
tween port and port, and between ports in China and other 
foreign countries—returns no revenue to the English Ex- 
chequer; their incomes are not subject to a poundage, and 
their wine, tea and cigars are free of duty. But as by far the 
largest portion of their trade passes through English custom- 
houses they are very important contributors to the revenue ; 
and besides all this, their passive presence on the alien soil of: 
China is of itself an unspeakable advantage to the political 
influence of the English nation. We cannot but think, there- 
fore, that the merchants in China make a very reasonable re- 
turn for the advantages they enjoy, and that the imposition of 
a registration fee is, so far, unnecessary to bring up the balance 
of their debits and credits in account with the mother-country. 
In order to keep faith with the Chinese it is of importance that 
the English authorities should from time to time ascertain the 
position of their nationals, and should be able ,to give an ac- 
count of their proceedings, and check any scheme of wrong. 
But this would be fully attained by requiring each British sub- 
ject.to report himself periodically to his Consul; a regulation 
which might if necessary be enforced by a heavy fine, but which 
would cheerfully be complied with by all the respectable mem- 
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bers of the English community. As to those who alone could 
consider it a hardship, we are not careful to provide for their 
comforts, or to aid them in carrying out such projects as would 
be interfered with by the working ‘of the plan we have in 
dicated. 


NEW LINES OF TELEGRAPH TO INDIA AND CHINA. 

Our present system of telegraphic communication with India 
has gone from bad to worse, until from very weariness the 
public has ceased to complain of its vagaries, and seems 
by common ‘consent to wait with patient indifference for 
deliverance to come from some hitherto unknown quarter. At 
last, however, a prospect of relief is afforded by three different 
schemes, that have started iuto life almost simultaneously. 
The first in the field is “Taz Anato-InpIAN TELEGRAPH 
“ Company (Limited),” which, to quote its prospectus, proposes 
“to establish under one control and management in London, a 
“ direct and thoroughly effective line of telegraph via Egypt and 
“ Aden, to India, with extensions hereafter to Singapore, China, 
“ Japan, and Australia.” The capital of this company is to be 
£1,000,000, in 50,000 shares of £20 each, of which £1 is to 
be paid on application and £4 on allotment. As the prospectus 
will be found at length in our advertising columns, it is unne- 
cessary to go into further details here, except to remark that 
certain advantageous concessions have already been obtained, 
which will enable the company to establish a direct route to 
Alexandria before the expiry of the present year; while the 
extevsion to Bombay will probably be completed next year, or 
at latest by the following summer. This will bring Bombay 
within about six hours of London ; and will of course open the 
way for further extensions to China and Japan. 

The other two schemes are at present ‘scarcely matured. 
The first of them is announced under the title of Tue Inpra, 
CHINA, AND CoLONIAL TELEGRAPH Company, and the prospectus 
will be issued in a few days. ‘Lhe proposed capital will be 
£700,000, and the line of communication is to be:—Ist sec- 
tion, Falmouth to Gibrultar; 2nd, Gibraltar to Malta; 3rd, 
Malta to Alexandria ; 4th, Suez to Aden ; 5th, Aden to Point 
de Galle ; 6th, Point de Galle to Java Head, with a branch to 
Singapore and China, and another, Cape Sendano to Cape Lon- 
douderry, there to form a junction with the land lines of 
Australia. ‘The section now proposed is that from Alexandria 
to Point de Galle. It is a distinctive feature of the project 
that none but submarine cables are to be laid down, and the 
estimated cost is comparatively low. The last is a plan for 
an entirely new route via Prussia and Russia. A submarine 
cable is to be laid down across the Black Sea, and thence, by 
means of land lines through Persia, to form a junction with the 
Persian Gulf cable, which belongs to the Indian Government, 
The Prussian and Russian Governments have already granted 
concessions through their respective territories for the route, 
and it is intended to construct a special line of telegraph to 
work solely between England and India. The India Office will 
make the necessary arrangements in Persia, and this new 
Indian route will throughout be under the management of the 
Governments of Russia, Prussia, and England. The main con- 
tract, it is added, will probably be given to the well-known firm 
of Messrs. Siemens, of Berlin and St. Petersburg. 

Communication between England and the Continent is also 
about to be improved, the SusMaRiINE TELEGRAPH COMPANY 
having called a meeting for the 16th inst. to authorise the 
directors to lay down a new line of communication between 
England and Belgium, in accordance with the convention entered 
into between the company and the Belgian Government on the 
6th of November, 1861, and for increasing the capital for that 
purpose by the further amount of £35,000. 





AN article on “The New Ports in Japan,” in our issue of 
the 15th ultimo, concluded with this paragraph: “In a recent 
“article on Hiogo, the Japan Times mentions a low spit of 
“land, situated at one extremity of the bay, as the probable 
“site of the future foreign settlement. It is to be hoped this 
“low spit of land’ will not be converted into a hotbed of fever 
“and cholera, whereof future generations of Europeans will be 
“the victims.” Our correspondent ‘“‘ M.D., F.R.C.S.E.” takes 
exception to these words, which he construes into an implied 
censure on the selection made, and writes to assure us that he 
can testify, from personal examination, to the complete fitness 
of the site for a foreign settlement. In the expressions above 
quoted, however, we by no means intended to condemn the site 
chosen, not being qualified by personal knowledge to judge of 
its merits. We merely wished to express a hope that it would 
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eae ee 
not be rendered unhealthy—asjany other spot might be-—by 
that objectionable process of “ filling in ” so graphically described 
in our correspondent’s former letter.

In our issue of the 15th ultimo we noticed a report that 
the steam-ram Stonewall had been sold by the United States 
Government to Japan. It now appears that the J apanese 
mission at present in America has complained most bitterly of 
the way in which certain subjects of the United States swindled 
their Government out of a large sum of money remitted some 
time ago for the purchase of vessels of war. $600,000 in 
coin was paid, and in return a vessel worth but $200,000 was 
sent to Japan. The Government, to settle the difficulty as 
far as possible, have transferred the Stonewall to J apan. It 
has been given out that this vessel was purchased, but the 
United States has taken the chance of getting the $400,000 
to be paid for her from the delinquent American agents, of 
which there is but slight probability. The Stonewall is being 
fitted out at Washington, and will be ready to sail by the 
middle of August. 





The approaching openining of Hiogo, Osaka, Yedo, and a 
fourth port in Japan not at present named, has been officially 
notified in the Gazette.

The Sutlej, screw frigate, 85, 8,066 tons, 500-horse power, Capt. Tre- 
venen P. Coode, bearing the flag of Vice-Admiral Hon. Joseph Denman, 
has arrived at Spithead from the Pacific, last from Rio de J aneiro, 40 days, 
and on anchoring exchanged the usual salutes with H.M.’s ship Victory, 
the Port Admiral’s flagship in Portsmouth harbour. Admiral and Mrs. 
Denman, with the Admiral’s Secretary and Flag Lieutenant, disembarked 
from the Sutlej in the Sprightly, steam-tender, Commander G. Allen, and 
landing at the Victoria pier, proceeded by train to London. Fifty-six 
naval invalids, brought home by the Sutlej, were transferred from her to 
the Victory. The Sutlej will take part in the naval review on the 17th 
inst. 

The iron-clad Ocean finally sailed from Gibraltar for China on the 18th 
inst. She will call at the Cape and Singapore en route. 

The Industry, screw storeship, Staff-Commander E. T. C. Youell, arrived 
at a na on the 5th inst., from Ascension, with stores and a few naval 
invalids. 

Her Majesty’s old line of battle ship, Orion, carrying seven guns, arrived 
at Woolwich from Sheerness, and was given over to Messrs. Castle and 
Beech, the contractors, to be broken up. 

The United States screw steam sloop Macedonian, 20, from New York, 
is expected at Spithead. After attending the naval review, the Macedonian 
will go to Havre, in order that her cadets, of whom she has a considerable 
number, may visit the Exhibition in Paris.

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Telegrams from Shanghai to 28th May, via Kiachta, were 
received on the 28th June, announcing the opening of the tea 
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market at Hankow at 28-32 taels. One telegram quoted 
9s. 14d. laid down in London for finest, others Is. 10d. to 
25, 2d. for first chops. A Jater telegram by the same route up 
to 7th June, received on the 3rd instant, announced that 
100,000 chests had arrived to market, and about half had been 
settled. Should this prove correct, it is a most unprecedentedly 
large quantity for the time, and if loaded off quickly will cer- 
tainly have a bad influence on the market here. We presume 
that the high prices paid—for high they are, although about 
6d. less than last year—are owing to orders from Europe com- 
peting with the standing China firms. An impression existed 
that owing to the failures in the China trade the business of 
this year would fall into the hands of a very few and the 
dealers here would be comparatively at their mercy as to 
prices. To counteract this imaginary evil credits and orders 
have been sent out by dealers aud others not even engaged in 
the trade, and the result is that the market has opened fully 
4d, higher than expected, according to our advices by the last 
few mails. 

The same telegrams, via Kiachta, announce the settlement 
of about 1,600 bales silk at taels 510 for No. 3 chop. Tsatlees, 
which at exchange 6s. ld.jthe cost laid down in London is 
27s, One telegram announced the settlement of 300 bales at 
a cost of 263. Gd. 

A telegram from Foochow of 26th May reported the tea 
market opencd at 28 tacls, but it is not credited. 

At the meeting of the Union Bank of London on the 10th 
inst. a dividend of 7% per cent. and a bonus of & per, cent. 
will be declared for the half-year ended 30th June, making, 
with the distribution of profits in January last, 22, per cent, 
for the twelve mouths—a rate similar to that of the previous 
year. It is understood that, in compliance with a wish of 
many of the proprietors, Mr. G. S. Nottage will be a candidate 
at the meeting for the vacant seat in the direction. 

At the meeting of the Loudon aud Westminster Bank on the 
17th inst. a dividend will be recommended of 14 per cent. for 
the six months ended the 30th June, being at the same rate as 
for the corresponding period of last year. 

The London Joint-Stock Bank proposes to offer to its pro- 
prietors 8,000 unissued shares, the creation of which was autho- 
rised in 1864. The proportion will be one new share for every 
nine already held, and the price of the £50 share, with the 
£15 paid, will be £25. The payments are to be in four instal- 
ments. extending to the end of the year, and the amount of the 
premiums (£80,000) is to be added to the reserve fund. A 
special meeting to confirm this plan is to be held on the 25th 
inst., when a resolution will also be introduced to give power 
to the Board to diminish the number of directors. 

At the adjourned meeting of the English shareholders in the 
Bank of Bombay, the report from the deputation appointed to 
wait upon the Secretary of State for India stated it to be the 
impression of the deputation that no amalgamation or resusci- 
tation will be sanctioned by the Home Government unless the 
English proprietors first consent thereto. The report was 
adopted, and a committee appointed to watch over the interests 
of the English shareholders. 

It is stated that the China Steamship and Labuan Coal Com- 
pany have received letters announcing that the difficulty the 
company were under from the failure of their agents at Singa- 
pore, causing the temporary suspensiou of the works, had been 
removed by the arrival of funds sufficient to satisfy all demands ; 
also that the managing director was about to proceed to Labuan 
by the company’s chartered ship Japan, where he would remain 
until he had made arrangements for a largely increased pro- 
duction of coal, for which there is a good demand at very re- 
munerative prices. 

The biddings for bills on India took place at the Bank of 
England. The amounts allotted were:—To Calcutta, Rs. 
11,33,600; to Madras, Rs. 2,60,000; and to Bombay, Rs. 
70,000. The mininum price was fixed as before—viz., at 1s. 
11d. on all the presidencies. Tenders at and above the mini- 
mum will receive in full. These results show a further diminu- 
tion in the demand for means of remittance to the East, inas- 
much as, of the £270,000 of bills offered, only £146,360 have 
been taken at the official minimum. 

In consequence of the rule which prevents two partners in 
the same house from sitting in the Bank direction, Mr. Thomas 
Baring will retire, leaving Mr. Kirkman Hodgson as the repre- 
sentative of the united firm.

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Returns of the Board of Trade for the month of May pre- 
sent, so far as regards the Exports, a more favourable appear- 
ance than in any previous month of this year, the value being 
£15,936,864 against £15,870,131 for May, 1866. The increase 
for the present year is thus shown to have been £66,733, or 
about 99 per cent. For the five months ended 3lst May, 
however, the Export Returns show a decrease when compared 
with the corresponding period of last year of £6,104,317, or 
about 7 per cent., the value being £72,123,393 for 1867, 
against £78,227,710 for 1866. 

The Imports, which are returned for the month and four 
months ended 30th April, continue to manifest considerable 
depreciation. Their value for the month of April, 1867, was 
£18,701,332, and for April, 1866, £22,455,968, showing a 
reduction of £3,754,636, or 17 per cent. The value of the 
Imports for the four months ended 30th April, 1867, is 
returned at £60,166,150, which is less by £8,638,745, or 12 
per cent., than the value for the four months of the previous 
year. 
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The value of the Exports to China (exaluaivs of Have Kong) 
during the four months euded 30th April has been 21 per cent. 
less than the value for the same period of last year. To Hong 
Kong the Export value shows a reduction of 38 per cent., and 
to Ceylon of 15 per cent. ; while on the other hand the Export 
to Japan has increased in value 12 per cent., to Singapore 7 
per cent., and to the Philippine Islands 39 per cent. The 
value of the Cotton Yarn exported to China and Hong Kong in 
the first five months of the present year is 36 per cent., and of 
Manufactures 41 per cent. less than for the five months of 1866

The present condition of telezraphic communication with India is most unsatisfac- 
tory. Commercial mexsages usually occupy many days in their transmission, and arrive 
not only in a mutilated, and frequently unintelligible, form, but also without regard to 
priority of date, thereby misleading those who place any re jance upon them. From the 
many countries, differing in language and administration, throuzh which the messages 

it 18 impossib € to vbrain either explanation or redress; while the cost, distance 
and delays are too great to admit of corrections being obtained by repetition. 

The necess ty for a thorough change of the existing system hus been repeatedly 
urged by the several Chambers of Commerce in India, anu is universally felt in this 
country. The establishment of the direct telegraphic route to India, by way of Aden, as 
proposed by this Company, forms one of the most important recommendations of the 
recent parliamentary committee on Kast India communications. — 

Under a well organised system the average time of transmission of a message be- 
tween London a:.d Bombay ought not to excecd six hours. In order to effect this, and 
to secure uninterrupted communieca'ion between England, Exypt, Aden, aud India, pro- 
visi»nal arrangements have hecn made for the transfer to this Company, when the line

Between Modica and Malta the messages will, for the present, puss by the short 
line of the Mediterranean Extension Telegraph Company; but the [taian Government 
have granted 4 concession which will be vested in this Company for continuing their 
independent line from Sicily by a submarine cable direct to Tripoli, or other point on 
the African coast, and it is proposed to exercise this mglt at an early period ip order to 
secure a second route (available in the event of interruption on the existing lines) be 
tween Sicily and Alexandria. 

The direct route from London to Suez will, it is an'icipated, be in actual work during 
the present yeur, and the Company have entered into a contract with the Telegraph 
Coustructi -n and Maintenance Company for making and luving a thoroughly etticent 
line of telegraph (about 3,650 nautical miles in Jcngth) from Suez to Bumb:y, including 
station buildings, instruments, and all expenses, tor the sum of €1,100,000, of which 
2100,00v 1s to be retained by this Company until the successtul completion of the whule 
of the work, £95,000 of the contract sum is to be paid in shares of this Company, and 
£95,0:0in debentures. The contract provides forthe completion of the entira line from 
Suez to Bombay, in working order, to the satisfaction of this Company’s engineers. ‘Ihe 
entire line is to be completed in the course of next year, or at latest in the May following. 

It will be seen, therefore, that exc pt through France and over the short line of GU 
miles from Modica to Malta (which, however, is worked by English clerks) this Company 
will have under their own management, and worked exclusively by an English staff, 
the whole line uf te‘ezraph from England tu Bomb:y, an advantage the possession of 
which will tend greatly to ensure a rapid and accurate transin'ssion of messages.

The cost of ucquiring the lines from Susa to Modica, and Melta to Alexandria will 
be £100,000. payable in cash or shares, plus any necessary expenditure or liability 
incurred with the sanction of this Company. 

The rent payable under the lease from the Telegraph to India Company will be

This revenue will yield a dividend exceeding £25 per ceut. per annum upon 
£1,300,000, which it is anticipated will cower all the operations of the Company now 
proposed between England and Bombay. 

As evidence of this being a reasonable estimate, there is the fact that the receipts
